more than a 1% origination fee in 
connection with obtaining a loan. 
Recipients of the new mortgage loans 
should be limited to individuals 
whose median income does not ex- 
ceed 200% of the local median in- 
come. 
More Housing Funds 

Guy further recommended that 
Congress consider requiring that a 
percentage of individual retirement 
accounts, pension funds and other 
company and government sponsored 
retirement plans be invested in home 
mortgages. 

For the longer range future of 
American housing, Guy Odom be- 
lieves there will be a major boom in 
housing in this decade as soon as 
interest rates stabilize. While at pre- 
sent U.S. Home is fighting to retain 
their properties, he believes the 


sound structure of the company and 
its land holdings will give it an im- 
portant ‘leg-up’ as soon as the ex- 
pansive growth begins. 

Guy Odom cautions, however, 
“When the boom comes we are going 
to find out that we simply no longer 
have the capacity in the nation to 
produce the 2.2 million homes we 
need each year without producing a 
lot of junk; also, our national vend- 
ors of building materials are capable 
of producing materials for only 
about 1.7 million units annually be- 
fore they start running into short- 
ages and allocations. In short, the 
longer we endure this high-interest- 
rate sickness, the longer and more 
difficult will be our recovery per- 
iod.”
